SPEEDWAY, INDIANAPOLIS, 
Thursday, May 30. UP) —A1 Gordon 
of Los Angeles and his mechanic, 
Frank Howard, narrowly escaped 
death today shortly after one other 
pilot in the annual Memorial day 
500-mile classic had been killed. 

Clayton Weatherly, Indianapolis, 
driving the same car in which 
Johnny Nannon of Norristown, 
Pa., was killed while practicing 
last week, hit the upper wall on 
the turn leading inot the stretch, 
bounded down the track and 
crashed into the inner retaining 
wall, throwing the driver into the 
infield. He died instantly. 

A few seconds later and, on the 
same turn, Gordon's car shot to 
the top of the track and hung 
there. 

At 150 miles Rex Mays, Los 
Angeles, leading from the start, 
had covered the distance in 
1:22:32.00, averaging 109.047 miles 
an hour. 

Trailing Mays, only a few sec¬ 
onds back, was Babe Stapp, Los 
Angeles, followed by Kelly Pe- 
tillo, also of Los Angeles. Tony 
Gulotta, Kansas City, was fourth 
and Mauri Rose, Dayton, Ohio, 
was fifth. Wild Bill Cummings, 
Indianapolis winner of the 1934 
race, was ninth. 

Louis Tomei, Los Angeles, quit 
the race at 112 miles with a brok¬ 
en valve. Russell Snowberger, 
Philadelphia, who had finished in 
each of the five races in which he 
competed, dropped out at 120 miles 
due to a broken exhaust pipe. This

Only last night, in the sylvan 
setting of beautiful Balboa park, 
more than 50,000 persons were 
hushed to a silent ovation to the 
generations to come by the voice 
of President Franklin D. Roose¬ 
velt in a telephonic message re¬ 
layed, from Washington, D. C. 
over the 300-acre fair grounds by 
public address system. 

It was an impressive dedication 
ceremony, crammed into a quar¬ 
ter of an hour of harmonizing 
speech, song and lighting effects 
which held the throng in lls 
clutches for minutes after its con¬ 
clusion. There was only a scatter¬ 
ing of cheering, even at the end. 
The people’s applause was one of 
silence. 


“Rightly deserving to direct 
our thought to the future,” said 
the president, "you have en¬ 
deavored and have succeeded in 
giving to the very act of open¬ 
ing the exposition a symbol of 
our expectations of future gen¬ 
erations.”

Threats of a general strike of 
about 3000 garment workers were 
voiced in St. Louis by officials of 
the International Ladies Garment 
Workers union if manufacturers 
in this line disregard the wage 
and hour conditions that existed 
under the NRA.

Scarcely considered formidable by anyone but himself and a few 
friends. B'.xer Gene Tunney- who was to Slugger Dempsof what 
Boxer Corbett was to Slugger Sullivan stripped the old man mauler 
of his title by decision in ten rounds as 118,736 in the huge Sesqui- 
centennial stadium gasped in the downpours and Tex Rickard counted 
the second greatest gate in fight history, $1,895,733. 

Dempsey had picked Tunney as his opponent, feeling lliat under 
the stress of his personal difficulties at the time, plu.: an absence of 
three years from the ring, he must take the weakest rather than the 
strongest foe available. He had forgotten that his toughest fight as 
champion up to that time had been with another superlative boxer, 
Tommy Gibbons, at Shelby, Mont.

The First National Bank 
is claiming $600.47 allegedly ille¬ 
gally collected on property leased 
to the Southern Pacific Railway 
company. Whitfield's claim is for 
$69.96 paid out on property leased 
to the Southern California Edison 
company, and Smith is demanding 
return of $249.09 paid on property 
leased to the Union Pacific Rail¬ 
way company. 

The complaint alleges the tax 
was illegally collected for the fis¬ 
cal year 1931-32 after the utili¬ 
ties, leasing portions of the prop¬ 
erty, had filed with the state 
board of equalization a list of all 
operative property. It also was 
alleged that the utilities had paid 
all state taxes levied on the prop¬ 
erty.

Indications that the California 
Rural Rehabilitation corporation 
is getting ready to put the federal 
farm rehabilitation program into 
operation in California were seen 
here yesterday when L. D. Van 
Horn, field supervisor for the or¬ 
ganization, was in Santa Ana do 
make a survey of Orange county 
conditions. 

However, if the program is put 
into operation here, it will be on a 
modified basis, in the opinion of 
Terrace Holloran, director for the 
State Emergency Relief adminis¬ 
tration here. Mr. Holloran said he 
believes there will no purchases of 
land on which to settle the bene¬ 
ficiaries of the program. 

Loans From Government 

He is of the opinion that the 
corporation'3 program here would 
be carried out on a basis of loans 
from the federal government to 
those farmers who need rehabili¬ 
tation and who cannot borrow 
through the ordinary channels. 

This phase of the project is 
based on the belief that it is bet¬ 
ter to aid in such rehabilitation 
than to allow the relief rolls to be¬ 
come augmented by those who 
cannot succeed on small farms 
without the aid of this program, 
Mr. Holloran said. 

3 ypical Farms Visited 

Yest rday Mr. Van Horn con¬ 
ferred vith F. E. McCarter, rural 
rehabilitation agent for Orange 
county, and they visited farms 
which are typical of those for 
which the program is intended.

Three days are given the work¬ 
ers to become adjusted to the pro¬ 
ject. They're given easy tasks at 
first and then asked to try their 
skill at cutting or some other more 
technical phase of the work. 

One woman came to the group, 
bitter and slanderous. The rest of 
the workers welcomed her kindly. 
Not until the group began its af¬ 
ternoon rest period when favorite 
hymns are frequently sung, did she 
lose her resentment and lose her¬ 
self in the spirit which predom¬ 
inates tha project. 

Have Parties 

Some days during the recess, the 
group has a party. May day, the 
rooms were an imported garden of 
spring flowers. More frequently, 
however, they sing. “The Old Rug¬ 
ged Cross" is their favorite, but 
sometimes a humorous vein takes 
them and they write parodies to 
popular tunes. When they found 
hemming diapers becoming a dull 
task, they wrote a lyric to sing 
while they were making them.

WASHINGTON, Thursday, May 
30. (JP) — Whatever party defi¬ 
ciency may be prompting the urge 
to republican activity, there is no' 
shortage of “lightning rods” for 
the 1936 presidential nomination. 

Except for the Solid South, 
every section has at least one man 
regarded by his friends—and pre¬ 
sumably by himself—as eligible. 
Some states have an embarrass¬ 
ment of such riches. And it is 
expected that most of them will 
be at least mentioned at the 
G. O. P. “grass roots” conference 
at Springfield, Ill., June 10 and 11. 

Roosevelt Seems Certain 
There is no parallel on the dem¬ 
ocratic side. Unless something 
now unforseen utterly changes the 
picture, Mr. Roosevelt seems due 
for first ballot renomination in 
June, 1936. It might not be unani¬ 
mous; but could be so onesided 
as to have that appearance. 

Calling the roll of republican 
nomination possibilities is not so 
simple a matter. Beginning with 
former President Hoover, the list 
carries down through a consider- 


pire state. Representative Bert¬ 
rand Snell of New York, republi¬ 
can leader in the house for two 
congresses, also is mentioned, us¬ 
ually as a vice presidential possi¬ 
bility, however. 

Another Hoover cabinet man 
who might bob up is Patrick Hur¬ 
ley of Oklahoma and Washington, 
D. C. His wisecracks about his 
political future being behind him 
have not many takers among po¬ 
litical observers. And what about 
Charles McNary of Oregon, vet¬ 
eran republican leader in the sen¬ 
ate, is considered more likely to 
get uncontested favorite son hon¬ 
ors if he wants them than Mr. 
Hoover, whose California base of 
operations is threatened by Gov¬ 
ernor Merriam’s supposed ogling 
of '36 prospects. 

Borah Constant 

Like Wadsworth, Senator Ar¬ 
thur Vandenberg of Michigan has 
been trotted constantly into the 
race since *32. 

There is always Borah of Idaho. 
He has been a prospective candi¬ 
date so long without coming close 
to a nomination that his name U 


able group of party elder states¬ 
men of the Hoover administration 
period to the handful of juniors 
who won their party political 
spurs in '32 or '34 by resisting 
democratic tidal waves in gover¬ 
norship fights. 

Leaders of the various republi¬ 
can off-year reorganization moves 
insist no question of candidates is 
yet involved. Issues come first, 
they say, issues and organization. 

List Imposing 

However, an imposing array of 
names have been handed about 
speculatively for that '36 republi¬ 
can effort to end, or at least make 
a start to end, the Roosevelt 
sweep. Besides Mr. Hoover there 
is the veteran Charles Curtis of 
Kansas, former vice president. 
Like Hoover, only more definitely, 
he is “not seeking office." There 
is, however, always the “draft.”

Ogden Mills and Henry Stimson of 
New York cannot be overlooked 
any more than can Representa-

Declaring that "with possibly 
one exception" all members of the 
board of supervisors, Senator Nel¬ 
son T. Edwards and Assemblyman 
James B. Utt and Ted Craig feel 
the county and the city of Hunt¬ 
ington Beach should share in roy¬ 
alties from the tidelands oil pool 
at Huntington Beach, N. E. West, 
supervisor from the fifth district, 
nan released a statement outlin¬ 
ing his stand in the matter. 

Mr. West, who favors island 
drilling for the oil, declared in his 
statement that such operation 
would not pollute the beach, nor 
would it prevent its use for pleas¬ 
ure purposes. The “save our 
beach” campaign which resulted 
in an overwhelming defeat of the 
tidelands drilling proposition at the 
election in 1932, he charged, was 
fostered and financed by an oil 
company and others who, he al¬ 
leged, were draining the state’s oil 
pool without paying one cent of 
royalty. 

He also charged that various 
companies, opponents of the de¬ 
feated tidelands drilling proposi¬ 
tion, have secured as allies Mayor 
T B. Talbert of Huntington Beach 
and others who favored the meas¬ 
ure. They have combined forces, 
he alleged, in supporting Assembly 
Bill 1684 which, if passed and 
signed by the governor, he states, 
would create a virtual monopoly of 
the tidelands pool and eliminate 
any possibility of competition. 
Assembly Bill 1684, West claimed, 
would pay the state a 16% royal¬ 
ty. Under an offer already re¬ 
ceived from the Gilmore Explora¬ 
tion company, the state would re¬ 
ceive as high at 30 per cent and 
tiie city and county 3 per cent 
each.

Not shown on 
the map hut also announced as allocated were $100,000,000 for re¬ 
settlement projects; $7,500,000 for New York City sewers; $1,620,000 
for non-federal projects not designated; and $456,500 for roads ill 
Alaska. How the balance of $189,200 would be spent was not 
announced.

Declaring that the compara¬ 
tively high investment value of 
Orange county lands makes the 
expedient of erosion control worth 
while, Farm Advisor Harold E. 
Wahl berg today explained what 
the government’s erosion control 
demonstration projects mean to 
California. 

“The recent dust storms of the 
central states have temporarily 
detracted our attention from the 
soil losses experienced here at 
home,” said Mr. Wahlberg. “Al¬ 
though favored in many ways, 
California and Orange county arc 
by no means exempt from the toll 
exacted each year by flash storms 
which cause both sheet erosion on 
the gentler sloping fields and 
heavy cutting on the steep slopes. 

“Man operates first as an agent 
of denudation, that is, of removal 
of successive layers of the soil, by 
baring the surface and by com¬ 
pacting the soil. Of these, the 
former act Is enormously the 
more significant. By destroying 
the cover of vegetation and by 
cultivation, absorption is greatly 
reduced and run-off is increased, 
and in other cases the wind is 
given a chance to blow away the 
surface soil. 

“The spread of civilization In 
all parts of the country has been 
accompanied by a gutting and 


wasting of land without equiva¬ 
lent in history. Our land prob¬ 
lem Includes erosion, which will 
grow increasingly serious in some 
areas unless checked. In the 
Santa Paula region the soil con¬ 
servation service has undertaken a 
major erosion control operation 
for this state. The area will serve 
as a demonstrational base for that 
part of the state. A similar dem¬ 
onstration project is being sought 
by local property owners for 
Orange county. 

“Cultivation, as has been the 
case in other states, will be forced 
away from numerous areas of 
steeper slopes in California in the 
near future. Although our hills 
and slopes have shown marked re¬ 
sistance to erosion, the effects of 
hillside cultivation and grazing 
are becoming apparent over larger 
and larger areas.”

DUBLIN, May 30 UP )—Glasses 
of whisky for which the Free 
Sta’ government stood treat, 
played an important part in the 
ma' ig of the phonograph records 
of Irish folklore now carefully 
stored in state arch’ves in Dublin. 

Crooners and jazz orchestras 
will be listened for in vain when 
posterity plays the discs. Instead 
the records will keep alive for all 
time something of the "ould Ire¬ 
land’’ which is passing. Simple old 
Irish folk—fishermen, aged cot¬ 
tage :-s and centenarians—are the 
a.-Gsts whose names figure on the 
labels of the records. There are 
more than 200 of them, each giv¬ 
ing fragments of Gaelic legends, 
songs and dialects of a vanishing 
generation. Three years were spent 
at the work. 

Perhaps the most important 
equipment the collectors carried 
was an assortment of whisky. It 
was necessary to ply it In gener¬ 
ous doses to loosen the tongues of 
some of the subjects. Others of 
them refused to go near the re¬ 
cording instrument unless the par¬ 
ish priest went with them.

A T LAST Santa Ana, it appears, is to have use of its 
beautiful Bowers Memorial museum on North Main 
street. A project to equip and open the stately structure 
was approved yesterday by F. P. Jayne, of the State 
Emergency Relief Administration, preliminary to mailing 
the formal application to state headquarters for formal 
acceptance. Indications are that work will be started 
within 10 days or two weeks. 

For this and the likelihood of restoring Santa Ana to 
something of its former night beauty with better lights, 
The Journal wishes to extend its thanks and appreciation 
to Mayor Fred C. Rowland and members of the city coun¬ 
cil.

BELATED INTEREST IN FAIR 

I T IS gratifying to see the interest being manifested by 
Orange county communities in the California Interna¬ 
tional Exposition at San Diego. Also it is interesting to 
note that the doubters at last realize San Diego meant 
business when it announced a long time ago that it was 
going to hold a fair, the beauty of which likely is to be 
without parallel. 

Skeptical as to what might be accomplished, individ¬ 
uals, public officials and some newspapers withheld sup¬ 
port of the project and only as late as a few weeks ago, 
grudgingly admitted it might be accomplished. A small 
sum of money was appropriated by the Orange county 
board of supervisors after the original request was turned 
down. The tardy appropriation forced the committee to 
move fast that it might plan a suitable exhibit in a limited 
time and stay within the small budget at its disposal.

CATO, NOT ARNOLD, GUILTY 

S UPERIOR Judge Allen likely will be the target of no 
small amount of abuse because he freed James Arnold, 
holder of the “courtesy card” which E. Raymond Cato, 
chief of the state highway patrol gave him. Arnold was 
charged with speeding after he was arrested. He was the 
possessor of one of Cato’s courtesy cards issued to friends 
and others of influence for “identification” purposes. 

• Judge Allen based his decision, in determining the 
merits of the case, on a recent appellate court ruling that 
a charge of exceeding the 45-mile state speed limit, is not 
in itself a violation of the state code; that a man, in cer¬ 
tain cases, may be driving perfectly safe insofar as other 
traffic is concerned, and still be traveling faster than 45 
miles an hour. 

Without going into the merits of that idea and with¬ 
out discussing Arnold’s case as it affects his individual 
guilt or innocence, it should be borne in mind that Arnold 
was being tried for speeding and not for holding one of 
the gold courtesy cards. Arnold violated no statute by 
Carrying one of the courtesy cards which identified him 
as one of Cato’s friends. Cato probably violated no writ¬ 
ten law in issuing this and hundreds of others just like it. 

But Cato did violate the rules governing good police 
work which call for the enforcement of the law, no matter 
Whose toes are stepped on. When he issued the courtesy 
cards, Cato, if he was possessed of ordinary horse sense, 
knew he was telling his men to be good to whoever should 
flash one. All the explanations he may make cannot alter 
that. The fact that a politically-ambitious justice of the 
peace happened to pick up the Arnold card and make the 
most of it, does not exonerate Mr. Cato. He is guilty and 
not fit lor the job ha holds.

National and international agi¬ 
tation for and against the sterili¬ 
zation of so-called mental defec¬ 
tives has stimulated a great deal 
of critical study of the subject. 
And while, when viewed super¬ 
ficially, the subject of mental de¬ 
ficiency might appear to be well 
defined, those who have concerned 
themselves most with it feel there 
is still considerable uncertainty, 
not only regarding its incidence, 
but also regarding its cause. 

In England, where the subject 
has been studied by several re¬ 
sponsible medical bodies, contra¬ 
dictory reports have been issued. 

The disagreement centered large¬ 
ly upon the role of heredity in 
mental deficiency, one group 
claiming for heredity a far-reach¬ 
ing influence, the other group 
contradicting. 

Naturally, the question of the 
role of heredity in mental defic¬ 
iency is of particular pertinence 
to sterilization, for if mental de¬ 


ficiency is strictly hereditary, 
then the mentally defective should 
be kept from reproducing. If, 
however, the contrary is the fact, 
then sterilization does not offer a 
solution. 

Much of the difficulty lies in 
the definition of what mental de¬ 
ficiency, is. Defective intelligence 
is the dominant feature, but it is 
of significance whether the men¬ 
tal deficiency is marked or only 
slight, and whether it can be 
traced to a poorly developed ner¬ 
vous system, or to a well devel¬ 
oped but injured nervous system. 

Again, mental deficiency is 
merely the end symptom of a de¬ 
fective or injured nervous system. 
The specific causes are not always 
patent. 

The manner in which the social 
phase of mental deficiency should 
be dealt with must depend upon 
the nature of its causes.
